The RWB kicks up a storm with 
“Rodeo” and “Angels in the Architecture”

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he meteroic rise of Marc 

Godden, resident choreogra- 
pher of the Royal Winnipeg Ballet, 
may be explained by his ability to 
view humanity through a unique set 
of lenses. Slightly askew, often hu- 
morous, his ballets have garnered 
him international praise and recog- 
nition, including a Clifford E. Lee 
Choreographic Award and top honors 
at the 14th International Ballet 
Competition in Varna. Not bad for 
someone who started dancing at the 
ripe old age of 20. 

“My first love was music,” ex- 
plained Godden, who appears with 
the RWB and Evelyn Hart at the Jube 
Feb. 21-22. “My first experience in 
the theatre was through music. I 
played percussion fora play where I 
had to watch the action on stage and 
put music to the 
movements. I know it 
sounds corny, but at 
that moment I fell in 
love with the theatre 
and found a direction 
for my life.” 

After studying 
acting in college, 
Godden realized that 
it wasn’t exactly what he wanted. He 
did some soul searching and decided 
to do something he'd always wanted 
to: he took a dance class. 

“I just fell in love with dance. After 
the class, my teacher said that I had 
a good facility to become a dancer, 
and I thought, ‘Well, that’s nice but 
didn’t someone forget to tell you that 
you have to start dancing when you’re 
fairly young,’ but he said that that’s not 
necessarily the case anymore. He felt 
that if I worked hard, I could do it.” 

Godden trained for two years in 
his native Texas before attending 
summer school at the Royal Win- 
nipeg Ballet School. A successful 
audition landed him a coveted 
spot in the school’s full-time pro- 
fessional training program. 
Arriving in Winnipeg with $150 in 
his pocket, Godden lived at the 
YMCA for free and worked under 
the table as a model in fashion 
shows. His casual part-time em- 
ployment eventually lead him on 
the road to his current success. 

“One day, one of the fashion show 
organizers asked me to put together 
some dance routines for one of the 
shows. It turned out that they wanted 
me to choreograph the entire show,” 
related Godden. “I had a vision of 
what I wanted. I knew the Pparame- 
ters I had to work within, I knew that 
I had to compile music and create 
movement, and | felt that a whole

imaginative area opened up for me. 
David Moroni (director of the RWB 
School) saw the show and said, 
‘You're really creative; you should 
choreograph,’ which became the 
seedling of it all.” 

odden’s talent as dance creator 
G quickly took root and 
flourished. His second piece of 
choreography, “Swquoia,” won 1989's 
Clifford E. Lee Choreographic Award. 
The next year, “Myth” gamered the 
highest honors at the 14th Interna- 
tional Ballet Competition in Varna 
(the Olympic Games of ballet). The 
year after saw second place honors 
given to his comedic duet “La Prin- 
cesse et Le Soldat” at the second 


International Dance Competition in | 


Helsinki. Montreal’s Les Grands 
Ballets Canadiens have commis- 
sioned Godden for two ballets, 
undoubtedly the first of many com- 
panies who will utilize his 
tersipchorean talents. 

Godden’s first love, music, has 
provided him with the inspiration for 


some of his best choreographic works. 


Indeed, it was the haunting music of 
Aaron Copland that moved him to 
create “Angels in the Architecture.” 

“I was listening to ‘Appalachian 
Spring Suite’ and I found that when 


I encountered that music, there was | 


a simplistic, spiritual understanding 
of existence that appealed to me 
through the music and drew me to it 
over and over again. One night I was 
listening to it and my wife (RWB 
soloist Amy Brogan) recognized one 
of the movements as a hymn her 
mother used to sing to her asa child. 
I asked one of the musicians about it 
and found out it was a Shaker hymn 
called 'Tis A Gift To Be Simple,’ 
which lead me to research who they 
(the Shakers) were.” 

After poring over books, maga- 
zine articles and numerous written 
accounts, Godden discovered that 
the Shakers were one of the most 
unique religious sects in the United 
States. Often confused with the 
Amish or Quakers, the Believers 
were a branch of Puritans in En- 
gland 200 years ago. A Believer 
woman, Ann Lee Ross, who be- 
came the founder of the American 
offshoot, had a dream in which 
God told her to go to America and 
start a religious community. Ross’s 
Believers or Shakers thrived in New 
England for a number of years, 
then dwindled into extinction due 
to their celibate lifestyle.

“They were committed to celiba- 
cy,” explained Godden, “and lead a 
very ordered and structured life. 
There was nothing extraneous in 
their religion and they were devoted 
to hard work. Some of their sayings 
were ‘Cleanliness is next to Godli- 
ness’ and ‘Hands to work, hearts to 
God’ and there was a real connection 
to perfectionism. They were very 
resourceful, well-planned and knew 
how to build homes and furniture 
and work the land. Their obsession 
with cleanliness lead to their inven- 
tion of the flat broom. 


or hey believed that anyone 


could express their belief in 


| God in any way, shape or form. 


Although al! other aspects of their 
life were very structured, their prayer 
meetings were very free. They would 
shake, tremble and roll on the ground 
as the spirit would enter them. Neigh- 
boring villagers would come around 
to spy on their prayer meetings and 
nicknamed them Shakers because of 
theiractions while ina religious swoon.” 

Godden was intrigued by their 
dichotomous 
existence of secular 
order and sacred chaos 
and was fascinated by 
the similarities be- 
tween a dancer and a 
Shaker. 

“I found in my own 
dancing that hard work 
and a certain technical 
understanding leads to a spiritual 
connectedness that all dancers are 
striving for — and inward connection 
to oneself and the music — and I was 
very attracted to that idea.” 

There were two possible direc- 
tions that the piece could have taken 
choreographically, one being a liter- 
al representation of the Shakers, 
which could have been difficult for 
dance as Shaker men and women 
didn’t touch. Godden chose to cap- 
ture the spirit of the Shakers and 
their strive for an angelic existence. 
Twelve dancers use flat brooms and 
ladderback chairs to recreate the 
simple, deeply spiritual essence of 
these remarkable people. 

“They wanted to literally exist in 
the spirit of God,” he said, “and I find 
that they were fascinating in their 
absolute belief that every single 
member of the community could 
experience God directly. Everyone 
shared in the experience and every- 
one could have a vision.” 

Godden’s artistic vision has lead 
him to become the first resident 
choreographer in the RWB’s 53-year 
history and his talents have set the 
dance world on the edge of its seat. 
Yet he remains unfazed by his swift 
Tise to success. In a manner that 
would meet with the Shaker’s ap- 
proval, Godden simply stated that “I 
just do what I do and this is what I 
want to do with my life.” ©

or a resident of a city that has 
F otc, set a snowfall record 
and has Canada’s second largest 
per capita murder ratio (Calgary is 
numero uno), snowbirding to 
Florida doesn’t seem all that scary 
a prospect. Sure, it’s a state 
infamous for Colombian drug 
whistle stops and drive-by tourist 
shootings, but heeding standard 
caveat emptor advice can help 
make a trip to Florida’s theme 
parks cheaper, safer and more 
enjoyable. 

First, don’t panic over regular 
reports of Canadians and Germans 
being used as target practice for 
renegade mobs. All theme parks 
have sufficient security on site. 
We scored a luxury rent-a-car that 
screamed, “Steal me!” — and 
nothing threatening happened 
(except between us). During the 
last six months, all rest stops on 
the highways had 24-hour armed 
sheriffs ready to protect and 
defend. Intentions are to continue 
stationing guards until mid ’94. 

As fora diversion to Miami, ask 
anyone speaking English for the 
safest directions. Signs and maps 
are confusing in this turnpike, 
overhang expressway hell. It’s also 
frustrating to communicate with 
Cuban clerks because of language 
barriers. Despite fear among the 
locals, who compare the city to a

a budget 


A cheapo’s guide to Florida’s 


Gomorrah of rampant sin and 
crime, Miami has great beaches 
and a newly revamped art deco 
area, where international models 
preen for glossies. But Hurricane 
Andrew’s wrath is still sorely felt 
in the poorest of Florida’s 
communities, which resemble 
nuclear bomb sites. 

Regardless of the locale, it’s 
best to visit between Sept. 1 and 
Dec. 20. At any other time, high 
season hits with a vengeance in 
price markups, practically double 
for the same services offered in 
the fall. A two bedroom bungalow 
for $45 U.S. a night, for example, 
is unheard of in high season, 
where rates start out at $85 for a 
single. Hotels are much cheaper 
in the Orlando area, although 
highway directions to and from 
the Disney Empire are the worst. 
Loop-de-looping like lost hicks 
can destroy a relationship. 

The larger parks contain a bank 
outlet where Canuck dollars go 
through less service charge 
exchange greed, compared to 
banks off site, simply because the 
parks assume you’ll blow the 
money on the _ overpriced 
souvenirs. Save your money for 
flea markets - they beat Canadian 
varieties by a long shot. 

Upon entering a theme park 
grab a map of the sight, ask a 
uniformed attendant for the hot 
attractions, then hustle your buns

for those first. Line-ups are shorter 
during the off-season, but so are 
the number of operating hours. It 
also helps to wear comfortable 
shoes and clothes. The fewer hours 
available for sight-seeing leave no 
time for resting and sitting. 

The three theme parks that 
comprise Disney World — EPCOT, 
Magic Kingdom, and MGM all have 
separate admission charges — $38 
U.S. per adult for a day pass, 
although longer stay passes are 
proportionately cheaper. Universal 
and Seaworld charge the same 
rate per day. Don’t fall for the time 
share vultures all over Orlando 
that advertise $10 entry fees for 
any of the theme parks. They want 
to suck a morning or afternoon of 
your valuable tourist time selling 
their. services to overpriced 
waterfront dives. 

Providing the most bang for 
movie lovers’ bucks is the MGM 
Studios theme park, with video 
presentations by Robin Williams, 
David Letterman and other popular 
stars who sold their images to the 
Disney corporation. MGM had the 
splashiest live action venue - the 
Indiana Jones saga. Using a large 
cast of live actors, vehicles, 
audience members and 
pyrotechnics along with a custody 
story line, the event was solid 
entertainment and a pleasant 
diversion from video and film 
presentations. The most innovative

thrill was the 
Muppet Movie 
Show, staged 
in a_ large 
Victorian 











theatre with 
dazzling 3-D 
effects, a 
penguin puppet orchestra and a 
detonation of the theatre’s interior. 
The “backlot” tour was 
disappointing. Corralled like cattle 
and separated by a thick plate of 
smoked glass, we mooed by 
technical staff going about their 
real life studio’business of making 
music or editing films. Looking at 
the stripped set of Star Search was 
no thrill and listening to the drone 
of the attendant made us feel like 
trapped daycare inmates. 

At Universal Studios, the best 
tides were Jaws and the E.T. 
attraction. But King Kong was 
suffering from arthritis; his ape 
grasp wasn’t in synch with the 
trolley car as we were supposed to 
be shaken out of our wits. The 
Back to the Future ride had us 
sitting in a vibrating Delorean 
mock-up car watching a 180- 
degree projection film. The 
illusion of speed was still there, 
despite the blurry, out-of-focus 
film. The highlight was the 
lagoon scene, situated in the 
middle of the park. Stunt boat 
drivers chased bad guys and “blew 
up” a tug boat and dock. 


A quaint shot of Orlando City Hall? No, it’s actually 
thrill-a-minute time at Disney-MGM. 





Hardly an adventure was EPCOT 
Centre. You know, the one with 
the big dome seen on commercials 
with Mickey waving at the camera 
and pavilions styled in non- 
descript WEM Jetson shapes. The 
senatorial, ubiquitous voice of 
Walter Cronkite moaned from 
loudspeakers as he read Disney 
propaganda on their interpretation 
of world achievements. At EPCOT, 
Captain Eo, starring Michael 
Jackson in 3-D, was still playing. 
After reading all the allegations of 
the one-gloved wonder, one 
cringed as his restructured face 
loomed inches from yours. Magic 
Kingdom, however, was a hoot: 
unique rides and insufferable, 
stuffed cartoon human rats that 
curtsied incessantly. 

Theme park dynasties are 
anachronisms that have to do a 
lot more to attract the technology 
loving public. With virtual reality 
procedure advancing, you may 
soon enjoy the same thrills in 
the comfort of your own hot tub. 
But until then, plan carefully

Tattoo you 


Lack of regulations for tattoo parlors may pose health risks

he ancient arts of tattooing 

and body piercing are 
currently enjoying unprecedented 
popularity in Edmonton. However, 
industry insiders and public health 
officials say unsuspecting clients 
may regret becoming pin cushions 
if they are not careful in choosing 
their pin pusher. 

“I think the public assumes that 
because a business is open they 
(the client) are being protected by 
someone and that isn’t always the 
case,” said Agnes Honish, a nurse- 
epidemiologist with the Edmonton 
Board of Health. 

Surprisingly, there are no special 
requirements for anybody wanting 
to set up as a tattooist. A standard 
city business licence, the same as 
required by a clothing or hardware 
store, is all you need. Clients won't 
find a certificate on the wall 
showing the date of the last 
inspection or indicating that the 
person about to pierce their skin 
knows anything about the 
sterilization procedures required 
to prevent the spread of HIV or 
Hepatitus B. 

While the transmission of HIV 
is minimal, it is possible, according 
to Honish.

The risk of being 
contaminated with Hepatitus B is

Hepatitus B primarily auacks 


the liver and can lead to 
dice, liver failure and death. 
It’s also believed to be a 
precursor to liver cancer. Less 
than one percent die, but about 
10 percent of adults infected and 
90 percent of babies infected by 
their mothers at birth will be 
lifelong carriers of the disease. 
Nationally, Hepatitus B appears 
o be on the increase, despite the 
availability of a vaccine. In 
Eiiberta, 140 to 160 new cases 
teported during each of the last 
three years, according to Dr. John 
Waters, the province’s director of 
mmunicable disease control. 
here are literally thousands of 
ople who are currently 
nfected,” he said. In previous 
as many as 225 cases were 
rted, Waters added.

He said the rate of infection in 
British Columbia is about seven times 
higher. And while B.C. has just 
launched a massive immunization 
program of all Grade six students, 
Alberta has no immediate plans to 
follow suit. 

The link between tattoos and 
Hepatitus B is well documented. 
According to a recent article in a 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
publication, tattooing is illegal in 
some American cities and states 
because they have historically 
operated without a concern for 
health. Tattooing was banned in 
New York City during the 1960s 
because an outbreak of the disease 
was traced back to the use of 
unsterilized equipment. Likewise, 
unsanitary conditions in an England 
tattoo parlor led to 34 cases of 
Hepatitus B during the ‘70s. 

There is no documented link 
between tattoos and Hepatitus in 
Edmonton, but the board of health 
sees reason for caution. “We have 
had cases (of Hepatitus B) where 
there has been an association with 
tattooing but nothing has ever 
been proven,’” said Honish. 
“When we went down the list of 
possible sources of infection in 
these particular cases tattoos 
appeared to be the only known 
risk factor the person had been 
associated with.” 

One tattoo artist said it’s not 
just “bad-assed bikers and punk 
rockers with too much leather and 
not enough common sense” who 
risk being infected by dirty needles 


or unsanitary premises while being 
tattooed or pierced. Bear, of 


Tattoos By Joey and The Bear, 
said people from all socio- 
economic 


backgrounds are 
giving it a try. 
“You wouldn’t believe the 


people who have tattoos on their 
body,” added Noni Warawa, the 
manager and body piercer of 
Raptor Tattoo. 

From a business point of view, 
the industry appears healthy. Some 
tattooists said business has 
increased by as much as 60 
percent. A few months ago, it was 
virtually impossible to buy body 
jewelry in Edmonton. Now it’s 
such a hot item demand often 
exceeds supply, said Divine 
Decadence’s Trevor Ross, as three 
rings dangled from his nose. 

The lack of provincial 
regulations bothers both Bear and 
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grey, forever 
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Warawa and they feel it denies 
them and other conscientious 
tattooists and body piercers the 
artisitic credibility they deserve. 
With proper legislation, “a 
consumer would only have one 
basic criteria to determine what 
shop they wanted to be in and 
that was artistic ability or 
expression on the part of the 
artist instead of trying to 
determine who's sterile and who 
is not,” said Bear. 

The board of health isn't entirely 
toothless. There is a catch-all 
“nuisance clause” under the Public 
Health Act which would allow 
health inspectors to issue clean- 
up or closure orders if any type of 
business, or property for that 
matter, poses a health risk to the 
public. But even health inspector 
Dennis Chu, who along with his 
associates inspects tattoo parlors 
at least once a year, con- 
ceded the public would be better 
served by specific regulations. In 
the meantime, they make 
recomendations and try to educate 
tattooists when they can. 

The province did send outa piece 
of draft legislation last spring for 
public consultation that would meet 
many of the concerns expressed by 
tattooists and public health officials 
but it appears to be stalled while 
Alberta Health and other provincial 
departments grapple with budget 
cutting. 

However, even this doesn’t go 
far enough for Roy Johnson of Roy 
and Sandy’s Tattooing. He, along 
with others, would like to see 
tattooing become a certified trade 
where tattoists would have to 
apprentice and then pass a 
Provincial exam before setting out 
on their own. 

“Anybody can order the supplies 
from a book and tattoo someone 
and that makes it hard on an 
established licensed shop.” said 
Johnson. Underground tattooists, 
or “scratchers,” pose the greatest 
health risk of all because health 
officials can’t educate someone they 
can’t find. 

It’s unlikely tattoists will attain 
trade certification in the near future. 
According to Glen Farwell of Alberta 
Advanced Education and Career 
Development, tattooists throughout 
the province would have to 
collectively petition the province 
before such status would be granted. 
And, according to Bear, an attempt

A few guidelines in choosing a 
tattooist or body piercer include: 

¢ Visit more than one shop and 
question them about sterilization 
(any flesh-penetrating instruments 
must be autoclaved to specified 
temperatures or chemiclaved).

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Demanding 
diva? 


Soprano June Anderson’s reputation 
isn’t all that extreme

here is little doubt that, no 

matter what June Anderson 
had chosen to do with her life, she 
would have rocked boats. The fact 
that what she has become is one of 
the world’s finest sopranos means 
that her reputation for being 
demanding and impatient becomes 
newsworthy, and the stuff of 
numerous articles and profiles. 

Anderson, who returns to 
Edmonton in February for a solo 
recital, presented as part of 
Edmonton Opera’s 1993/94 season, 
spoke on the phone from Paris in 
mid-December. In conversation, the 
ogre-like portrait some have painted 
of this extremely talented, 
powerfully-voiced coloratura seems 
odd. She is pleasant, shows a clear 
sense of humor — and just that 
edge of toughness that tells you 
this is a lady who is in control of 
her destiny. 

That destiny could have led down 
a number of different roads. A 
literature graduate from Yale, 
Anderson toyed with the idea of 
going into law for a time, too. “I 
had Always sung,” she said, “so 
everyone thought ‘Oh, you must be 
a singer.’ I had actually never even 
thought of it as a career. I was more 
into theatre, I went to theatre all 
the time. Singing was just a hobby. 
I actually never even saw an opera 
until I was in one. 

“When I finished Yale, I was 
undecided. I wasn’t ready to 
commit. It was a boyfriend I was 
seeing at the time that said I should 
sing. Everyone said I was talented. 
So, I went to New York. 

“No one would give me the time 
of day,” she continued, laughing. “I 
would go to auditions, and some 
would say, ‘You've gota good voice, 
but you don’t have the music.’ And 
the others would say, “You’ve got 
good music, but your voice!’, so 

“You know what I think it was? 
My voice sounded young. I was 
young, but they always seem to 
want mature voices from young 
singers. And when they find young 
singers that do that, those singers 
don’t end up lasting long. But they 
(the auditoners) all dissuaded me, 
and that’s a sure way to get me to 
go, ‘Well, I'll show you’.” 

Indeed, that attitude is a running 
theme throughout Anderson’s 
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June Anderson 


career. It is a career which at first, 
established her as an oustanding 
interpreter of bel cantoroles, in the 
operas of Rossini, Donizetti, and 
Verdi. Characters, as she said in 
one interview, “that are either mad, 
sad, or dead.” As her reputation 
and demands for her to make 
appearances grew, so did herown 
demands, until she ended up 
cancelling some roles when the 
artistic criteria she needed were 
not met. aig ett hal 

That; or course, is a Sure Way to 
establish yourself as “difficult,” but 
Anderson makes no apologies for 
it. “I do have high standards,” she 
says, “but the demands I make of 
others are no more than the 
demands I make on myself. And 
the truly great artists I have worked 
with don’t complain. Leonard 
Bernstein never complained. 
Michael Tilson Thomas has never 
complained.” 

While the repertoire for her 
Edmonton recital has yet to be 
finalized, Anderson feels there is 
both good and bad to the fact that 
most Edmontonians will never have 
heard her live before. It’s bad, she 
feels, because she does not think 
that recordings do her voice full 
justice. “But maybe that’s good 
because they'll like it so much more 
when they hear me live,” she said. 

If she sounds confident in her 
abilities, and sure of herself, it’s 
all true. And why not? Anderson, 
now 40, is at the top of her 
profession. In a profession noted 
for its difficult divas and demanding 
personalities, Anderson's attitude 
is really not all that extreme. And 
for all that she has a reputation 
for being demanding, she is also 
very much in demand. ©

The Wild Guys give the men’s movement a run for its money

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aI | ow do you feel about the 


statement, ‘All men are 
beautiful?” asks John Hudson, actor 
and co-director of Shadow Theatre. 

“Umm...” This is a stumper. “I 
guess there’s some beautiful guys 
out there...” I give up. “I don’t 
know how I feel.” 

“Aha!” Hudson is triumphant. My 
answer proves his point. “All of us 
did the same thing. I asked you 
how you felt and you told me what 
you thought. Men don’t say how 
they feel. This is the men’s 
movement in a nutshell.” 

When the question was posed to 
Hudson and three others by a 
psychotherapist who also happens 
to lead a number of men’s groups, 
they all did the same thing. This 
session was part of the preparation 
these four actors underwent (which 
includes stripping buck naked fora 
“male bonding” session) for The 
Wild Guys, a very funny play about 
four men who head out into the 
wilderness for a Robert Bligh-type 
weekend and end up getting lost in 
the woods. 

Penned by Calgarian husband- 
and-wife team Andrew Reggit and 
Rebecca Shaw, Wild Guys has been 
mounted variously around Western 

OF Yaw Siu 
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Canada for the last couple of years, 
mostly to favorable reviews. This 
time around, it is a Catalyst-Shadow 
Theatre co-production which runs 
at the Catalyst Feb. 10-27. The Wild 
Guys closes off Catalyst’s two-part 
series of Post-Modern Men, aptly 
following up last year's Series of 
Risky Women, which opened with 
Generic Theatre's controversial hit, 
The Tit Show. 

Hudson and associates have 
worked very closely with Catalyst 
Theatre lately, also co-producing 
the first play in the Men series, 
Fronteras Americanas. Hudson, 
himself, has frequently worked 
with Catalyst Theatre, contributing 
his talents as actor and director to 
Risky Women shows Cracked Up, 
Dandelion Moon (which he will 
be going into rehearsal for again 
fairly soon), and the Write on the 
Edge cabaret series. Between 
Catalyst shows a re-mounting of 
David Belke’s Fringe hit, Blackpool 
and Parish, and another tour of 
Azimuth Theatre’s Maelstrom, 
Hudson should have a full itinerary 
until Shadow Theatre’s spring 
production of J Scream, You 
Scream (“about the trials and 
tribulations of a Dickie Dee man”), 
which Shadow Theatre partner and 
fellow Wild Guy Ron Jenkins is 
still writing. 

The reason for the present 
Catalyst-Shadow partnership is 
easily discernable: Catalyst Theatre 
are made up entirely of women, 





and Shadow Theatre’ are 
predominately men. “This is a pretty 
male-driven theatre company,” 
Hudson agrees. Shadow Theatre 
have developed a penchant for 
aggressive, hard-hitting — shall we 
say, masculine — productions such 
as Catching the Train and last 
summer's Steel Kiss. 

The Wild Guys, while 
undoubtedly a play about male 
behaviour, packs a more forgiving 
sort of punch. “It's not about 
violence,” says Hudson. “It’s about 
who you are inside as a human 
being.” 

The Wild Guys was on Shadow 
Theatre's to-do list before they had 
realized that Catalyst Theatre were 
planning to produce the show. By 
the time Ruth Smilley, artistic 
director of Catalyst called Hudson 
to discuss this play she’d been 
reading, he had already secured 
the rights. Smilley suggested that 
the companies do a co-production, 
which Smilley is directing. 

The Catalyst Centre’s cabaret- 
like theatre space has been 
transformed Shadow-style, which, 
true to form of Shadow Theatre's 
previous productions, is a 
complete environmental overhaul. 
Designer David Skelton has used 
the entire space to create the Wild 
Guys forest, cleverly incorporating 
a number of male motifs into the 
design. “They gave us the whole 
space, so we said what the heck, 
let’s use it all.

Movie tackles cultural and sexual stereotypes

pure joy to sit through, this 
film, directed and written by 

Ang Lee, encapsulates the plight 

ofa successful gay Taiwanese male 

in New York, who faces parental 
and cultural pressures to produce 

a wife and heir.

For 
the last few years, he has had a 
blissful relationship with his lover 
Simon (Mitchell Lichtenstein). To 
steer off the parents’ demands for 
a wedding, Taiwanese style and 
keep Wei-Wei in the country (she 
is an illegal alien), Simon arranges 
for Wei and Wai to play the 
engaged loving couple. 

They get married, but not 
according to custom. In 





celebrating dourly the wedding 
dinner, the General runs into an 
old subservient colleague who 
owns the restaurant and donates 
the premises for a reception 





colorful enough to satisfy the 
elders. Wai-Tung agrees and that’s 
when the fun starts. A reception 
with party favors and wedding 
night games disorients the drunken 
revelers, especially the groom and 
bride. The partiers refuse to leave 
the hotel room until both 
participants are under the covers, 
naked. One thing leads to another 
and Wei-Wei seduces the 
inebriated Wai-Tung. 

What follows is intensity on a 
grand soap scale, but so sublimely 
written and played that one can’t 
help feel for the leads as they 
struggle with identity, loyalty and 
love issues. Simon feels shut out 
from the intimacy he once shared 
with Wai-Tung. Scenes showing 
genuine caring, lust and emotional 
grief between the two lovers add 
depth to the farcical qualities of the 
film. Wai coming out to his parents 
and issues related to cultural 
stereotyping score points for 
keeping the melodrama timely. 
Unfortunately, Chao’s pensive looks 
and hand wringing emoting would 
serve best in old silent flicks. A few 
acting lessons could add to the 
good looks of the former mechanical 
engineer, flight attendant and model.

mid-brow audience and Shatner 
has peppered the text with his 
puckish and ribald sense of humor 
and dashes of side-splitting 
understatement.

But, 
even with a six- 
day rehearsal 
and_ shooting 
schedule, the 
crew of the 
Enterprise 
boldly went 
where no man 
had gone before. 

Star Trek 
Memories goes 
back as far as 
Gene Rod- 
denberry’s 
childhood and 
the book’s first 
three chapters 
are devoted to 
Star Trek’s history before Shatner 
even set foot upon a Desilu 
soundstage. Ol’ James T.J. Hooker 
properly acknowledges, ad 
nauseam, Roddenberry as the man 
that ultimately made the show work, 
almost to the point of panting 
obsequiousness. The pre-history is 
concise and insightful, but I have to 
question its appropriateness. 
Besides, we of the United Federation 








of Planets already knew that the 
bulk of the show's success rested 
on Roddenberry's shoulder's. 
Shatner allows other cast and 
crew members to present their side 
of the stories contained within, and 
a lot of them are interesting and 
colorful. This device works well 
and shows that he has a good sense 





of fair play. My problem with this is

the way he introduces the quotes. 
Example: “I suggest we get the real 
story of Spock’s ear from Spock. 
Here’s how Leonard (Nimoy) tells 
it:” After a while, this folksy 
technique wears thin and might 
remind the reader of Ed Sullivan 
introducing the guest on his show, 
if Sullivan ever came back as Casey 
Kasem. 





Shatner’s humor lapses at times, | 


in particular, the chapter titled “The 
Dysfunctional Family” (Shatner 
often refers to the cast and crew as 
“family”). One example concerns 
the sad fate of Yeoman Janice Rand, 
played by Grace Lee Whitney. By 
her own admission, she was a Co- 
dependant as well as a sex addict 
and an alcoholic. She was told to 
lose weight to look better in her 
tight and sexy 
uniform, and 
took to gulping 
diet pills with her 
liquid diet. 
Subsequently she 
became a 
problem on the 
set. Add to this 
the trauma of 
being raped - 
once by an NBC 
executive, and 
then by a man 
only described as 
“a much closer 
co-worker within 
the ranks of Star 
Trek” (Whitney 
asked Shatner not 
to name names). Whitney was fired 
from the show, and soon sank into 
prostitution and street living. While 
Shatner expresses genuine horror 
and pity over Whitney’s fate, he 
doesn’t express the outrage and 
indignation over the circumstances 
surrounding Whitney’s downfall 
that is needed. I can only think of 
the episode “The Enemy Within,” 
where Rand fights off Kirk's evil

just before the end credits flash on 
the TV screen. 

The last chapter — “Captain’s 
Epilogue” — becomes a cathartic 
exercise to deal with demons and 
regrets about the original series. 
While conducting interviews, cast 
members expressed a certain 
resentment towards Shatner. So 
much so that James (Scotty) Doohan 
told Shatner — in no uncertain 
terms — to go fuck himself when 
asked to grant an interview. It seems 
that Shatner had a way of being flip 
that made the other cast members 
feel invalidated. This animosity 
caught Shatner off guard and to 
Billy Boy's credit he has the gut... 
er, guts to commit a lot of this to 
print. He apologizes profusely to 
all that he might have offended and 
extends a special invitation to clear 
the air and “knock a few back” with 
Doohan in a matter that almost 
says, “Beat me up, Scotty.” 

Maybe I should add that your 


| chances of enjoying this book are 


in proportion to your interest in the 
show. And in spite of its faults, it is 
a highly entertaining and easy read. 
While it only mentions “I Mudd” in 
passing (My favourite Star Trek 
episode), Shatner at least runs a 
split right through “Spock’s Brain” 
and rotates it over a roaring fire for 
the inane, inept and ill-conceived 
episode that it is.

A volunteer television comedy thinks “small town”

hen SCTV won 
its first Emmy 
for Best Comedy 
Show, Joe Flaherty 
accepted the award 
and acknowledged 
Edmontonasa placed | 
that inspired their 
writing.

Street Beef, where The Red Ox Inn 
doubled as the fabled “Beef and 
Booze” in Downtown Melonville.). 
The show soon moved to Toronto 
and the writing became noticéably 
lamer. Peter Bernie — the Sun TV 
critic at the time — had the theory 
that not only could Toronto not 
inspire the writers to think small 
town, but the writers had too many 
distractions with friends and family. 
Enter The Previously Unemployed, 
a new, locally-produced sketch 
comedy series that premieres 
Monday, Feb. 21 on Shaw Cable 
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(Channel 10) at 10 p.m. While SCTV 
had the arena of a small town TV 


Station to play in, Previously 
Unemployed has a recurring theme 
that is apropos for the “Zeitgeist.” 
Five severely jobless losers are stuck 
in an experimental job therapy 
workshop, with little or no hope of 
rehabilitation. Some of the 
manifestations of the experimental 
therapy are The Comedy 
Ombudsman, Psycho Humorist and 
The Urban Guru, as actors are 
bounced from one menial and low- 
paying character to the next. 
What makes Previously 
Unemployed unique is that the 


production is completely volunteer. 
“Because of this, I’ve taught myself 
to value’ other 
people’s time. 
Instead of saying 
‘This is when the 
shoot is. Show up!’ 
its more like ‘What 
time can you show 
up?’ The shooting 


schedule is set to accommodate 
other’s schedules,” explains creator- 
producer-director-writer Darrel 
Trueman. Indeed: One glace at 
Trueman’s call sheet and one can 
see a document as pragmatic as 
The Declaration of Independence. 


Trueman’s brainchild 
start off in 1991, when 
he and co-producer 
Graham Edwards stapled 
up notices all over town 
calling for talent to write 
and act (One successful 
applicant was Journal TV 
critic, Greg Kennedy), as 
well as sundry technical

people. Three years later, with six 
shows now either finished or in 
post-production, it would seem that 
their dream has finally come to 
fruition. 

Trueman, a one-time Australian 
tadio personality, is quick to 


acknowledge Shaw Cable. “A big 
thanks goes out to them. Especially 
Dave Cook and Barry Bailey. This 
is unlike anything they’ve ever done 
before. Not to malign any of the 
community groups, but what we’re 
doing has high production values. 
Most of the shows take 20 minutes 
to prepare and 30 minutes to shoot. 
We have to write, rehearse, rewrite, 
shoot, edit and so on. The first 
show took us eight months to 
complete!” 

For the people volunteering, their 
talent there is a Sweat-equity 
deferment of sorts.

A resume,” chuckles 
Trueman, knowing that he’d stuck

Life after 
NEO A4 


The Right Wing the right thing for John Tidswell

n the 1980s, NEO A4 was 

Edmonton’s most successful rock 
band. During their heyday, two 
highly-lauded indies showcasing 
their original techno-rock sound 
(highly contemporary at that time) 
garnered the interest of Duke Street 
Records. Relocation to Toronto and 
two national releases led to 
anticipation that they would rival 
the success of fellow Edmonton 
export k.d. lang. But somehow, it 
didn’t work out that way. In 1990, 
the group disbanded and 
disenfranchised bassist John 
Tidswell returned to Edmonton. 

Three years later, Tidswell is 
back, this time fronting a trio called 
The Right Wing. With Any Wonder 
vets drummer Rod Kirkpatrick and 
bassist Don Bradshaw, the band 
made their debut at last month’s 
Big Tom Laughing CD bash at the 
Power Plant. 

One would have assumed that 
the expertise generated by years of 
touring and recording would have 
sent this musical prodigal son 
hurtling back into Alberta’s 
entertainment scene a lot sooner. 
Instead, when NEO A4 called it 
quits, Tidswell opted for a more 
traditional lifestyle. Marriage, two 
children, university enrollment in 
hopes of a teaching degree — the 
only connection to his previous 
profession was a bartending job to 
supplement student loans. 

Beneath this family-man facade 
prevailed the soul of a vital artist. 
There’s no wet bar or pool table in 
his suburban condo basement; 
instead a drum machine, guitars, 
keyboard, computer, sequencer and 
recording machines fill this creative 
space. It was here that Tidswell 
was “wood-shedding,” hunkering 
down and honing his metier: 
songwriting. 

“More than a musician or vocalist, 
my main interest has always been 
songwriting,” explains multi- 








instrumentalist Tidswell. But he also 
wanted to play again. After 
cataloging hours of ideas, he 
recruited Kirkpatrick and Bradshaw 
into the ranks. 

“I consider myself extremely 
fortunate to have players of this 
caliber devoting their time to writing 
with me. Their input is invaluable 


and they are _ outstanding 
musicians,” maintains Tidswell. “It’s 
succinct, mobile — well, small, 


mobile and intelligent, as Robert 
Fripp used to say.” 

He’s also hoping that audiences 
tread beyond the stigma of the band’s 
moniker. “A prevailing problem is 
naming a band — there area million 
names out there and most of them 
are bad. ‘Right Wing’ is an 
ambiguous term, not clearly defined 
even within the political spectrum. 
The more _politically-aware may 
dislike it for its negative 
connotations, I hope they can get 
past that. I perceive it to mean 
reactionary and a return to past 
values such as communitarianism, 
which I am in support of.” 

Enthralled by his intellect and 
intensity, one could be mystified 
just by listening to Tidswell 
extrapolate. Obviously a humanist, 
he espouses theories in his lyrics 
such as communitarianism and 
phenomenology (the conception 
tha } uman 
believes it is Rot hem) He express — 
disdain for hero worship and 
society’s disempowering of the 
individual. “I am attempting to not 
write any more love songs. My 
writing now has political overtones, 
although I remember Sting saying 
years ago he would never write 
another love song and his last album 
is full of them,” laughs Tidswell. 

At the debut, it was apparent to 
all that Tidswell was back in his 
element. “It feels really good to be 
back on stage again,” Tidswell 
jubilantly remarks at the close of 
his band’s set. Indisputably, the stage 
is right where this man belongs. @

Lawrence Gowan sheds old notions, builds new audience

hen Lawrence Gowan hits 

the stage at the People’s Pub 
Feb. 13 and 16 during his tour of 
western Canada, it'll be a somewhat 
different Gowan from the one you 
may be thinking of from the 1980s. “I 
don’t think some people out there 
will ever be able to disassociate me 
from being a guy on a Mayan temple 
with an owl on his shoulder,” he 
quips on the phone, referring to his 
old image. 

In 1994 he looks and sounds 
quite a bit different from the 
flamboyant, familiar figure who 
once spawned flowery faves like 
“Strange Animal” and “Criminal 
Mind.” His short, conservative hairdo 
and modest appearance bear witness 
to the fact that his attitude and 
approach to being a musician have 
been radically transformed. It could 
almost be said that his hair style 
reflects his air style - but, I digress. 

His transformation in both music 
and image has been a very conscious 
attempt to stay with the times. “In 
the last decade, it seemed like it 
wee = very excessive period, and 
we loo! ed to our éntertainment to 
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exemplify a lot of excessive things,” 
he explains. “It was a very 
overblown time, and only things 
that were of an overblown nature 
seemed to get through to people. 
Now we're in a time where if 
something’s overblown, it doesn’t 
strike a chord with them. More eye- 
to-eye contact, more straight-forward

musicianship and songwriting seem 
to be the order of the day.” 

His fifth and latest release, 1993’s 
...but you can call me Larry, is a 
bare-bones effort (totally devoid of 
electronic gizmos from past albums) 
to get to the basics of what's relevant 


to people in the 1990s. More than | 


ever, it’s an album about people. 
And the people seem to be 
responding since his latest CD: has 


generated the steadiest rate of sales 
of any of his projects. And boosting 
sales life is the name of the game, 
hence the tour with a juggernaut 
outfit containing former Red Rider 
guitarist Kenny Greer and Peter 
Gabriel alums bassist Tony Levin 
and drummer Jerry Marotta, who 
produced the record. 

One thing which the keyboardist 
finds refreshing to play onstage is 
his guitar - something he never so 
much as touched in concert or in 
the studio until ...but you can call 
me Larry. Watching him live at the 
Yardbird Suite last September, it 
appeared that when he picked up 
the guitar he exuded a heightened 
sense of urgency and immediacy - 
and the audience was spellbound. 
“On the piano I feel much more at 
home. You want to see someone 
who’s stretching their limitations 
a little bit, and that’s what I’m 
trying to do when I play the 
guitar.” 

With all the changes, he’s not 
holding his breath for a sudden 
explosion of Larry-mania. For one 
thing, he’s noticed that his appeal 
has shifted to an older age group. “I 
know I don’t have that young, 
teenage audience anymore, because 
this isn’t a record for people like 
that. It’s a record for people who 
are a bit older, a bit more seasoned 
in their tastes.” 


Cornering 
the market 


Acoustic duo get carte blanche with their label

t first listen, Hemingway 

Corner brings to mind such 
well-known folk-rock luminaries of 
the '70s such as America or Crosby, 
Stills, Nash and Young. The 
tightness and overall execution of 
their vocals and guitar playing 
almost belie the fact that this very 
pleasant sounding group is actually 
only a duo (shades of the Everly 
Brothers!). Using a pair of guitars, 
occasional percussion, and their 
own voices, singers-songwriters 
David Martin and Johnny Douglas 
have accomplished that much- 
sought-after Folkies’ Grail: a warm 
wall of sound, backing smooth lead 
and harmony vocals. 

Speaking from an Ontario truck 
stop during their recent Eastern 
college tour with Lawrence Gowan 
and tapped to play the People’s 
Pub Feb. 13 and 16, Douglas is 
quick to point out that their self- 
titled debut album is no overnight 
sensation. With about 30 years of 
experience between them, they met 
as Sony songwriters in a Nashville 
writer’s room and, “The harmonies 
just locked, first time.” Writing with 
lots of other songwriters and sharing 
a common love for acoustic music, 
Martin and Douglas did the album 
at Sony Canada’s new 48-track 
studio in Toronto. “We recorded 
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everything through some older tube- 
type gear, directly to tape, no digital 
processing anywhere. We decided 
not to add all the bells and whistles.” 
This philosophy has given them the 
bonus of always sounding great, 
whether the power is on or not. 

Hemingway Corner plays honest, 
heartfelt music that’s “not 
premeditated or calculated.” Since 
their first single, “Man On A 
Mission,” a bright, toe-tapper that 
stands out in one’s mind, up to 
their latest, “Love Love Love,” 
they’ve managed to find themselves 
on all four charts: country, adult 
contemporary, pop and college. 
Still, they insist that, “It’s not just 
country, it’s acoustic music.” 

Douglas says, “We write whatever 
we feel like; we just get carte 
blanche with Sony.” Both musicians 
are involved with their own projects: 
Douglas recently co-wrote and co- 
produced Jim Witter’s latest album, 
and wrote with Junkhouse and Lori 
Yates. As well, the duo has recorded 
a song for an upcoming Neil Young 
tribute album. 

With their latest single doing well 
both north and south of the 49th 
parallel, and generating interest in 
the south Pacific, the duo are looking 
forward to playing new horizons. 
That's an opportunity they'll pursue 
after the current tour, “sharing the 
bus with Larry and the boys.” ©

Those of us fortunate enough to have 
seen Tracy Dahl's appearance last sea- 
son with the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra will well remember her per- 
formance of some delightful examples 
from the “coloratura” repertoire. The 
Winnipeg soprano sang, among other 
works, Strauss’ Voices of Spring, and 
the Doll’s Songfrom Offenbach’s Tales 
of Hoffmann. Both of these pieces are 
examples of coloratura singing, a dis- 
cipline requiring the singer to agilely 
leap and soar along a complex and 
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varied melodic line. On this new CBC 
disc, Dahl demonstrates the idiom with 
the Calgary Philharmonic conducted 
by its former music director, Mario 
Bernardi. The repertoire varies from 
Mozart to Leonard Bernstein, and in- 
cludes several famous examples of 
coloratura, such as Richard Strauss’ 
Grossmachtige Prinzessin, Delibes’ 
Bell Song, and the Laughing Song from 
Die Fledermaus.
